The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I and II are considered to be separate or distinct in that they constitute 
inventions that are separately patentable and are clearly not obvious variants over each 
other. For instance, the method of Group I calls for forming the data on a layer which 
has major and minor elevational portions whereas the method of Group II calls for 
forming the disc with two linear sides and two arcuate sides. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
